TO THE QUEEN’S MOST EXCELLENT MAJESTY. 

May it please your Majesty— 

I have the honour of submitting to Your Majesty the following 
Report on Queen’s College, Cork, for the Academic Session 
1886-87, in compliance with a provision of the Act of Parliament 
founding the Queen’s Colleges in Ireland (8 and 9 Vic., c. 6, s. 20), 
and in accordance with the College Statutes. 

Mr. John C. Malet, F.R.S., having been promoted in the early 
part of the Session to the important post of Assistant Com- 
missioner of Intermediate Education, the Chair of Mathematics 
became vacant. The duties of the chair were efficiently per- 
formed during the remainder of the Session by Mr. William 
Bergin, M.A., who was specially recommended lor the purpose by 
Mr. Malet. The chair will be filled up before the beginning of 
next Session. Professor England, who held the Bursar ship for 
several years, has resigned that office in order to devote his 
exclusive attention to the work of his chair, which has largely 
increased by the charge of the Crawford Observatory, and the 
introduction of practical work in the teaching of Experimental 
Physics, which has now been rightly made obligatory in all 
examinations in that subject in the Royal University. For the 
present the work of the office is efficiently performed by Lieut.- 
Col. Jenney, retired. I regret to have to record the death of 
Richard Caulfield, ll.d., Librarian to the College, who was well 
known as an ardent inquirer in local history and antiquities. 
Owen O’Ryan, D.Ltt. f.r.u.i., and Professor of Modern Languages, 
has been appointed to the vacant office. 

The anarchy produced among schools and students by the 
establishment of a mere examining university, open to all, has not 
yet ended. The effects of the long period of intellectual slavery 
which ended legally in 1829, are still manifest in the disorganized 
state .of our education ; and, as might be expected, the dis- 
organization has extended to the schools, and students of those, 
who formerly possessed the monopoly of such teaching as existed 
in the country. In the south of Ireland there were no school 
endowments, save a few paltry ones, which interfered with the 
growth of good schools, and were generally sinecures. No great

school consequently grew up, which would have furnished an ex- 
ample to teach the people what a great grammar school should 
be. Many private schools have no doubt flourished lor a time, 
and done good work, but died with their proprietors 

In the National Schools and other analogous institutions we 
have a fair type of the first or primary grade of schools. Nothing, 
however, has been done to endow the next grade and establish a 
standard of what the second grade of school should be. Hence 
the anarchy which pervades the whole educational system of the 
country. There are no longer any grammar schools, they are all 
become Colleges. These Colleges are cUnous ; combining the 
functions of all the educational institutions from a _ Kinder- 
garten,” or infant school, to a university college, inclusive. The 
teaching staff in one of these institutions often consists of the 
master and a couple of ill paid assistants— indeed, I remember 
one instance in which a claim was made on the part of an 
“ Academy” with one master to be admitted, under the .Supple- 
mental Charter of the extinct Queen’s University, to the rank of 
an affiliated University College. These Colleges some of which 
might grow into excellent Grammar Schools, undertake to teach 
the alphabet and all the “ liberal arts.” It is not given to any 
man, however great his abilities may be, to do this. 

The result of this singular state of things, viewed from a 
statistical point of view, is remarkable. I believe there are more 
schools for “ Higher Education,” (University Colleges Colleges, 
Collegiate and University Schools, Collegiate Schools, &c.) m 
Ireland, with a population somewhat over five millions, than in 
Germany with more than forty millions of inhabitants ’ but then 
in Germany a school of this class would have from fifteen To thirty 
teachers, and would confine itself strictly to its own work, though 
nearly all the teachers might bedistinguishedUniversity graduates, 
some of whom in time might become University Professors, f he 
consequence of the state of things in Ireland— especially m the 
south of Ireland— is to be seen in the Intermediate Education 
and Eoyal University lists, in which Munster does not certain y 
hold the -position it once held, when it had some good schools, 
that did school-work, and before it had so many “ Colleges, The 
ambition to be something else than what one should be, has also 
seized upon schools which are essentially primary schools, and 
might be good ones; and so they try to occupy the place o 
grammar schools, nay, even aspire to University rank.. The result 
of this ambition is the neglect of their true functions, and the 
serious injury of the grammar schools, whose supply of pupils 
they tap, and thus starve and ruin them, for without the students 
withdrawn from them, they cannot afford to pay competent 

teachers. , , . , , 

The people of Ulster, wiser than those of Munster, have suc- 
ceeded m organizing some schools which do school-work, \\e nee 
the higher position they have attained to at the Examinations ot 
the Royal University. Our schools, on the other hand, instead 
of concentrating their energy on their proper work, dissipate then’ 
forces, and neglect school-work , which would secure them repute* 
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tion and money. And what have they gained by allowing them- 
selves to be led astray by their vanity ? — a few passes — for nearly 
every honour that fell to Munster at the recent examinations of 
the Royal University were won by Students of Queen’s College, 
as they naturally ought to be. (Appendix, No. xvii., p 21.) If 
the schools did their own proper work, as they should do, and 
the Queen’s College did its work, Munster would quickly regain 
its old intellectual pre-eminence. 

Woman-Students . — The Act of Parliament founding the Royal 
University of Ireland, having opened its examinations, honours, 
and prizes to men and women alike, the College Council decided 
that the time had come to extend to women the full benefits of 
collegiate education, so as to enable those who desired to obtain 
University degrees, to get the necessaiy teaching for the pur- 
pose. A separate cloak-room having been provided last year, we 
were able to admit women to the classes during the past Session. 
Five ladies entered, all of whom were Matriculated Students of 
the Royal University. They worked assiduously during the 
Session, and all succeeded in passing the recent University 
Examinations of their standing, one obtaining a First Honour in 
English and a second in French, and another the first of first 
honours of her year in German. (See Appendix, No. xvii., p. 21.) 
The presence of ladies in the class rooms and in the Library 
greatly contributed to the preservation of order ; and I expect 
their example will stimulate the men to more attentive and 
regular work. 

The special arrangements for women, have been made more 
convenient since the close of the Session. 

A.t the Entrance Examination in October and the supplemen- 
tary examination, 28 candidates presented themselves (of whom 
1 had also passed the matriculation examination of the Royal 
University); of these 14? passed, and 14? were rejected; 48 
students were admitted on the matriculation examination of the 
Royal University, and 7 from other Universities and Colleges, 
making in all 69 new matriculated students ; 5 also entered as 
noil-matriculated students, so that the total number of new 
students was 74. The total number of students on the books of 
the College for the session was 238, of whom 232 were matricu- 
lated, and 6 non-matriculated. 

In the Appendix (A., pp. 11 to 15) 1 have given the usual 
detailed statistical information about the College, to which I refer 
for all further numerical details. 

Discipline. 

Discipline has been well maintained during the session, no 
case requiring the intervention of the Council having presented 
itself. 

Collegiate Halt of Residence — Berkeley Hall . — Through the 
untiring zeal and disinterested exertions of Rev. Dr. Webster, 
Dean of Residences of the Church of Ireland, Berkeley Hall has 
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i , .... {■ ,, „ t indo-e it is likely to be filled 

^Session 0 Though still not fully known, it has amply proved 
the great value of such halls to students To place Berkeley 
Hall however, on a permanent and secure basis, a moderate en- 
dowment would be required, as the chamber rents, the only 
source of income it possesses, must necessarily be very low, and 
in any case cannot be expected to realize a sufficient sum to work 
such ^an institution with the ease and satisfaction needed to 
produce the fruit it is really capable of yielding. 

Library. 

The Professor of Natural History having consented to deliver 
all his lectures in the same lecture room, we have been able to 
fit up the geological lecture room with book cases to ho d about 
two thousand volumes. This enabled us to relieve the over- 
crowding in the Library, and to arrange the books and check 
them with the rough slip catalogue. This wiU, however, only 
afford temporary relief-say, for three or four years— that is the 
time required to build and fit up a new library, which I trust 
the bounty of Parliament will provide before we become again 
overcrowded. 

Museums. 

The re-arrangement of the Mineralogical and Geological 
Museum is not yet completed, some further additions being 
necessary to make it effective for teaching purposes. I hope to 
have the Technical Collection arranged during the next Session, 
and laro-e additions made to it. . , , , 

Our Archceological Collections have been enriched by a con- 
siderable number of fine casts of old Celtic crosses, and architec- 
tural ornaments. Many of the crosses have inscriptions. This 
valuable and important collection forms quite a museum of 
Celtic ornament, which I trust will be enlarged by donations. 
For the present these casts have been placed m one of the 
corridors, alongside the three or four Ogam stones which form 
the beginning of a series of inscriptions (original 01 
illustrative of such monuments of early nations. Two addition, 
have been made to the series during the Session. Towards the 
enlargement of this collection I also appeal foi donations. 

Alfthe other museums are in good order, and some addition 
have been made to them during the past year. 

Laboratories. 

Physical and Engineering Workshops .— The fitting up of the 
Physical and Engineering “Workshops, mentioned m my last Be 
port, has made considerable progress. A gas engine and shafting 
have been erected, and a complete installation for the production 
and annlTcation of electricity. The dark room for photometric 
and photographic work has been finished, and our Bunsen s Pho- 
tometer set up in it, The Engineers Testing Boom has been 
provided with 1 a thirty-ton self-registering Buckton testing ma- 
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chine. During next Session we hope to get the necessary tools 
and appliances for the workshops. These workshops, though 
small, will be very complete, and will, I hope, prove of very great 
utility to students of Practical Science and Engineering. 

Pathological Laboratory and Preparation Room . — The room 
hitherto used as a preparation room for the Pathological and Ana- 
tomical Museum is now being fitted with proper appliances for 
the purpose, and also as a Pathological Laboratory. 

Crawford Observatory. 

Professor England, who, as Professor of Natural Philosophy, has 
charge of the Crawford Observatory, not having an assistant, and 
living at some distance from the College, is obliged to limit his 
work at the Observatory to the instruction of students. He has, 
however, been long anxious to take up some inquiry which would 
not require continuous observations, and which he might be able 
to carry on without the aid of a regular assistant. The fitting 
up of the Physical Laboratory, and the increased demand upon 
his time, caused by the introduction of practical work into the 
examinations in Experimental Physics, have precluded any 
attempt at investigation until such time as we may be able to 
employ an observer. The proposal to use photography in mapping 
the heavens, and thus recording the positions at the same moment 
of the stars of large district of the sky, about which a Congress 
of Astronomers have been sitting in Paris, seems to offer a favour- 
able opportunity of using the Crawford Observatory for investi- 
gation as well as educational purposes, as this work can be carried 
on without too great a tax on Professor England’s time. All the 
observatories which proposed to take part in this great work 
must use exactly similar instruments and methods. To fit the 
Observatory to undertake such work would require, however, a 
far larger expenditure than our limited fund could afford. On 
mentioning the matter to Mr. W. H. Crawford, he at once pro- 
mised to provide the necessary fund ; Sir Howard Grubb has 
accordingly been instructed to make the necessary changes in our 
Equatorial Telescope, &c., to enable us to join in the work, so soon 
as the plan of operations shall have been settled upon. 

Botanic Garden and Plant House. 

Our systematic garden was originally laid out in rectangular 
beds to suit the limited number of plants with which we started 
our garden. Since then the collection has largely increased, and 
the spring being unusually dry, Mr. Sullivan, the superintendent 
of the garden, proposed to reform the garden and lay it out per- 
manently. This much needed work was rapidly and well done 
and notwithstanding the unusually dry weather we have had 
since it was laid out, we have lost very few plants. 

In reforming the garden the shrubs of the respective orders 
have been so arranged that while forming a part of the systema- 
tic garden, they are also at the same time an ornamental 
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shrubbery, which adds much to the appearance of the College 
grounds. 

The pond for aquatic plants has at length been successfully 
finished, and now contains a fair representative collection of 
aquatic plants. 

The plant houses now contain a very good collection of 
plants for teaching purposes, all in perfect health. As plants get 
sick and die, like animals, and some, too, are short lived, I regret 
we lack the means of replacing those that sicken and die. Every 
year, for the last four or five, I have applied for a propagating 
house, which would enable us to keep up and increase our collec- 
tion from seeds, and also grow material for teaching and investi- 
gation, but have not yet succeeded. I trust I shall be more suc- 
cessful the coming year. 

I take this opportunity of saying how much the College owes 
to Mr. E. W. Moore, the Director of the Royal Garden at Glas- 
nevin, without whose generous assistance, and that of his father, 
the late Dr. David Moore, we could not have formed our systema- 
tic garden. The lists of donations which I publish annually, and 
that in the Appendix to this Report especially, show how well 
he helps us. To Mr. Burbidge, Curator of Trinity College 
Botanic Gardens, Dublin, our thanks are likewise due. With the 
spirit of a true naturalist he loves to see botanical science 
flourish everywhere. 

The Medical School. 

Nothing has yet been done to enlarge the teaching staff at the 
College, as proposed in my last two Reports, but I hope that this 
desirable object will be effected before my next Report. I trust 
too that the clinical teaching in the Cork hospitals will be re- 
organized, so as to combine the undoubtedly rich material for 
teaching which exists in Cork, and enable our students to take full 
advantage of it.
